people, What as on this day thirteen years,and tor a long.

other ſon of Adam; yet thus far a congruity, that as 
there was 00 juſt cauſe for the Crucifying of Chriſt, ſo 
[neither for Beheading him, Indeed his mpudent ene- 
| mies drew up 4 charge againſt him, ((o did the Iews a« 
gamſt Chrift,) bur char as full of falſhood as malice, 
| They charge him with raiſing 4 war againſt the Parlz., 
| ament, how juſtly, let the date of the Commiſfions on, 
both fides decide, it is his own Appeale, and that not 
long before his death. They accuſe him for being a 
Traytor to his people, which was lo far from being trse, | 
that it was impoſ+ble, ſince he never receivedany truſt 
from them.

Perſon being in worth above any crime as civil, The 
truth is, Kings are Goas Ficegerants upon earth, their 
perſons inviolable, and their actions unqueitionable, 
yet thele 21i[crearts lay violent hands wpon the Lords 
annointed, . 

Indeed here the diſþ arity is vaſt, ſince he whom the 
Tews pierced was not only a King but a God, God Man, | 
and in reſpec of his Deity, the eternal Son of God, equal 
with the Father.
